Stocks in East Germany are not now adequate, and Gerr-an production of weapons 
roes mostlv to the Soviets. Seme stocks of weapons are available in East 
Germany; the balance of wV-at will be needed is now farther to the East. In 
Brest-iitovsk, for example, there is a depot with thousands of pieces of 
artmery, which will be brought to the West at the appropriate time. At 
the moment, the Soviets would consider it dangerous to equip the Alert Police 
fully because of their unreliability. Each unit now has only enough heavy 
weapons for training purposes—not more than five tanks, for example. 


Officially, all orisoners of war were repatriated by 19L9 except for a large 
number of war criminals.

Withdrawal would bo disastrous for the Soviets. The Germans would 
immediately turn to the West, and the business of the Japanese Peace Treaty 
would be repeated in short order. Any Satellite would go over to 
the West if the Soviets withdrew. The only possible basis for withdrawal 
would be a unified German Government in which the Soviets could maintain 
control, and treaty limitations on German armaments. Under those cir- 
cumstances, the Germans would be secretly trained in the USSR, as after 
World War I.
